study. It is written more for 
the producer than for the consumer. 
Therefore, I ask you as a breeder and 
dairyman to read it, every word, and then 
think about it. If then you think there 
is anything in it, do your part in the 
action indicated. 

We have been told by the authorities 
who should know, that we can buy more 
real food for a dollar in milk than in any 
other form of food. We have been told 
that besides the real food value, we get 
other growth promoting substances valu- 
able especially for children. The United 
States Food Administration tell us that, 
all doctors and nurses tell us the same 
and all unite in telling us of the economy 
of buying milk. Therefore, it seems that 
in bringing before the public these ad- 
vantages the milk producer is justified 
to use every means he can to advertise 
and put before the public the increased 
use of milk. 

It is said that the United States Food 
Administration will not back any propo- 
sition to increase the use of any given 
food. I would not wish it thought that I 
am advocating the increased use of milk 
in opposition to the settled policy of the 
United States Food Administration. I am not. 


T HIS is not a long article. There 


I wish to 
teach the public to use milk in place of some of the things 
they are now consuming which are probably of no parti- 
cular value. Here are some of the things that milk produc- 
ers should teach the public which would be a saving to 
the consumer in money and promote his health and happi- 
ness. 


Milk Instead of Sugar 

Just now we are in the midst of a semi-sugar famine. 
There is a large place in the saving of sugar that milk can 
occupy. Let us learn that milk is the finest beverage in 
the world for breakfast, lunch, and dinner in place of 
sweetened coffee and sweetened tea. You can soon learn 
to like it and in the cold weather coming on, try it hot. It 
took a bad case of pneumonia to teach me that the finest 
thing and one of the most cheerful things in the world is a 
glass of hot milk. If you cannot take coffee or tea without 
sugar, try hot milk for a change. 

Milk in Place of Wheat 

I do not believe that two people in ten know the joy 
of real milk and hot corn bread. Pigs are happiest on 
corn meal and milk. Try it on your children and yourselves. 
There is no known ration that will put the growth and 
shine on young growing pigs like it. Babies, young children 
and pigs all grow alike and demand the same ration. Much 
wheat can be saved if we will all learn to love the great 
combination of Johnnycake and milk for one meal a day. 

Milk and Beer 
There will be no beer and no near-beer right soon. It

makes no difference whether we are 

prohibitionists or not. There is not 

going to be any beer because there is 
not coal or cereals enough to make beer. 
Here lies the greatest opportunity of all. 
Milk must be the national drink of Amer- 
ica. No one is going to make this so for 
the producer. He must keep it so before 
the people that milk will be the national 
drink. 

The producers of every town should 
see to it by means of committee action 
that every saloon,so long as there is one, 
and every soda fountain has a supply of 
pure fresh milk and clean milk. This milk 
should be advertised as grape juice is ad- 
vertised and kept before the public all 
the time. Let every producer become a 
milk enthusiast in his town and the con- 
sumption of milk will increase amazingly. 
Less food will be consumed. After a time 
when one begins to drink milk his appe- 
tite and his consumption of other foods 
will lessen materially and his health will 
improve. 

The Hired Man 

One little side question must be 
mentioned here, a question however of 
tremendous importance. In order to make 
this proposition thoroughly effective, ev- 
ery milk producer must begin at home. 
Learn to drink milk yourself. Drink at least a quart a 
day and teach all the members of your family to do it. 
In your contract with your married help, as an added in- 
centive for comfort to him and his family after all ar- 
rangements are made, tell him that he can have one quart 
of milk for each member of his family every day and tell 
him to tell his neighbors about it. It will help your hired 
people to save food if they have all the milk they can use 
as food. 

The Holstein-Friesian Breed Has the Greatest 
Opportunity in the World 

The Holstein-Friesian cow has been said to be the 
great foster mother of the country. Here is the opportuni- 
ty of this great milk producing breed to be of the greatest 
service and to make money for itself at the same time. 
The way, clear and open, is advertising. 

The Leader 

Someone has to lead. The Holstein-Friesian breeders 
should take the lead, associate with them all other dairy 
breeds, the Dairymen’s League, the National Dairy Union, 
the National Dairy show, the New England Producers’ As- 
sociations, the Chicago Milk Producers Association and all 
other dairy interests to so cover this great country of ours 
with proper advertising that no person, man, woman or 
child can live through twenty-four hours and not get a 
good hard mental suggestion to drink milk. 

I put it squarely up to the Holstein-Friesian Breeders 
Association to take the lead in starting this great co-oper- 
ative organization of all dairy interests to make milk the 
national drink of America. 
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There is no use in trying to side step the facts. The 
great dairy industry is to be kept going by a greater use of 
raw milk. The above named organizations have the money. 
Their members will be glad to have them use that money 
and will give them more, if need be, to increase the use of 
liquid milk. 

In the beginning I said this article would be short and 
personal. I will keep my promise. How this may be done 
has been indicated. Why it must be done is illustrated by 
the following:

If I Were Starting a Holstein Herd Today 


HAT is a broad subject, and 
' would depend in the first 

place on how much money I 
had to spend. I suppose you want 
me to answer from the standpoint of the average farmer, 
and I will say right off the reel that if I had $5,000 to in- 
vest in Holsteins, I would put one-half of it into a good 
bull, and divide the balance up, buying the best females I 
could get for the price. And, with that $2,500, I would not 
buy females at $200 each. I would go out and under pres- 
ent market conditions, buy about five. That is the way I 
would start. Then, I would breed these heifers to this 
bull, and would make preparations, to the exclusion of 
everything else for the purpose of testing the offspring 
of this bull as fast as they came fresh. 

The fact that the bull is half the herd has" been largely 
demonstrated in my own experience—and I have begun 
to feel that he is more than half the herd. I try to urge 
farmers everywhere who are starting Holstein herds to 
carefully study the blood lines. I spend about three eve- 
nings a week throughout the entire lear, studying blood 
lines of my herd, in order to make the right kind of 
combinations to produce results. Carelessness and indiffer- 
ence has brought ruin to many a farmer. Success can only 
come with strict application along the lines that bring 
success. A man simply cannot go on in the old straw-shed 
fashion and expect the money to come in. Times have 
changed. We are living in a new age, and the next age will 
be still newer. 

If the farmer wants success, he must read—and read 
everything he can get in the line of farm papers. He should

You can always patch up your 
wagon or your manure spreader and make them do, but 
you and Joe can’t do six men’s work in the dairy barn 
without the proper mechanical equipment. The milking 
machine will be better for you, better for your cows and 
better for the rest of your farm ’cause you'll have more 
time to work it. I’m going to put in one of ’em myself 
just as soon as I finish remodeling my cow barn. I know 
something about the machine you say you're going to buy; 
it’s a good one, I believe it’s the recognized standard. Sure 
you can have the money.’ That’s about what he said to me,” 
said John, “and that’s about what he’d have said to you 
if you’d asked him for money to buy a milker or a new 
ensilage cutter or a pure bred sire, or something like that.”

H T is a great inspiration 





in the world. I don’t think 

I ever take a daylight trip 

thru this great Middle West country, that the wonderful 
possibilities of the dairy industry are not forcibly impress- 
ed upon me. I could not help but think in traveling thru 
this region, that if the resources of this section can be suc- 
cessfully marshalled and utilized the question of producing 
food to meet this great world calamity should not be a pro- 
blem greater than we are able to solve. 

Now I am going to ask you for a few moments to side 
step a bit from you own particular interest. * * * You know 
this war has made us think in different terms, made us 
think about almost everything in different terms, and I 
don’t believe it is possible to think intelligently about the 
dairy situation and not apply the change in our system of 
thinking that is necessary for everything. Then, if we can 
take a bird’s eye view of this dairy situation aside from any 
of its particular interests, important and vital as they are, 
I think it will enable us in a measure to form an apprecia- 


ducive to the strength of 
the United States than the 
dairy industry. I want to say this big industry should be 
maintained because of its importance to the power of the 
United States to meet this great crisis. 

I think about industries as I do about income. I be: 
lieve now practically all have reached the point where pro- 
fit is a secondary consideration, if we can make it possible 
to marshall the power and force of this nation as the pres- 
ent need demands and so with this big dairy industry. It 
should be maintained, not simply because it is an industry 
big and vital as it is, not simply because it represents a 
great market to a great many individuals but first of all be- 
cause it is of vital importance to the strength of this nation. 

From that standpoint I should like to talk a few min- 
utes. In the first place why is it vital? Why is it essential 
as a part of our resources of war? In the first place it sup- 
plies about 84,000,000,000 pounds of milk annually. In the 
second place, I am not going into details, it is sufficient to 
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say that milk is indispensable for the reason that there is 
nothing that will take its place. Therefore, we have a 
market to the size of approximately 84,000,000,000 pounds a 
year for which there is nothing that will take its place. You 
can go on indefinitely as to the reasons for this. It is most 
efficient, it is most economical, it converts more of feed, 
converts more of grass, and the by-products either in the 
form of hay and fodder and the by-products of the mill, the 
cotton mill, the wheat mill, the flax mill, the breweries, it 
converts these things into a greater quantity of human 
food than will any other system that we have and it con- 
verts it into something for which there is nothing that will 
take its place. These are some of the big, vital things. 

We are going to talk about the dairy farm, its relation 
to the individual, its relation to soil fertility, its relation 
to a safe and sound agriculture, all of which have their im- 
portance to varying degrees when we come to consider 
what it means as a whole. We are confronting changes 
that are taking place rapidly, changes in the world and we 
must think in changes of the world—I have to use a little 
diagram to think of the situation at the present time. 

In 1914 we were importing considerable, from 16,000,- 
000 to 18,000,000 pounds of condensed milk. We were ex- 
porting about the same amount. We were importing sixty- 
three odd million pounds of cheese. 

We are importing and exporting a little butter, not of 
great importance. Now, in the meantime, we have in- 
creased our imports and exports of condensed milk up 300,- 
000,000 pounds. I find that some of our people have used 
other figures, but I want to use what I have until verified 
figures are prepared. 

We have increased our exports from about 260,000 
pounds up to in the neighborhood of 3,000,000 pounds. Our 
imports have reduced from about sixty odd million pounds 
to about 14,000,000 during the year 1917 and our exports 
have increased from 2,000,000 or 3,000,000 up to sixty odd 
million pounds. 

Last year the Food Administration urged the produc- 
tion of dairy products and safeguarding the home supply for 
foreign use. This accounts to a considerable extent for the 
rapid increase in exports, but recently we have been con- 
fronted with the situation where it was impossible to ex- 
port and aside from the dictates of the government, we 
were prohibited by the carrying capacity of ships. That’s 
the reason why some of our products have been accumulat- 
ing as at the present time. We have on hand somewhere 
near 30,000,000 pounds of cheese more than we had a year 
ago. We have had considerable quantities of condensed 
milk on hand on account of this lack of shipping facilities. 
This we cannot help, we cannot remedy any faster than is 
being remedied now, by building ships, but in the mean- 
time we must meet the present situation in some way to 
prevent a reaction. It is not sense to discuss the great im- 
portance of maintaining and increasing the dairy industry 
unless there is a market for our goods. 

Now about eighteen to twenty per cent of our total 
food supply comes from dairy products—if fully used 
twenty-five per cent—and that is alone a sufficient argu- 
ment and sufficient reason for us that there is vital need 
to maintain our dairy production. * * * 

There are a great many strings to this big question 
and it is so sub-divided into so many branches, these go 
thru so many different channels, that it isn’t an easy mat- 
ter to take a bird’s eye view of an industry so large and 
with so many sub-divisions. But in the first place if we 
are to maintain and utilize these animals, utilize them to 
their fullest extent, we must increase the consumption of 
dairy products. How to do this, I don’t know. The Food 
Administration is in sympathy, that I know. 

There never was a time when there was a greater 
tendency among the people to appreciate dairy products as 
at the present time. Every branch can, in its own way, help 
to stimulate the production of dairy products which is vital 
if we are to have the quantity on hand next fall at the time 
the shipping capacity is increased, if we are going to main- 
tain the supply necessary for our own use and for foreign 
use. If we maintain production at least for the time being 
and I think permanently, we have to increase consumption. 

There are a great many phases of this question. What 
is the best way to conserve and develop the dairy industry 
to meet the war situation. Is it to increase by one hundred 
or one thousand per cent the things that we feel are neces- 
sary? We must have efficiency all along the line. The cow 
testing association in the war situation is more important 
than ever because of the high cost of feed and labor. It is 
a greater risk to carry the unprofitable cow. The same 
applies to diseased animals. The elimination of diseased 
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animals is far more important than in peace times. We 
can’t afford to put the feed and labor into such animals. 
There is a great possibility that we haven’t yet realized 
what we can do with increased efficiency. 

Recently I was looking at a saw mill. It was a little 
mill but they had four men taking off slabs and remember- 
ing another mill where only one man took off the slabs, I 
asked why he didn’t do so. He replied, “Why, 1 can’t do it 
very well.” “What are you going to do when you can’t get 
the four men?” The man who is going to be able to take 
that stuff away with one man is the one who will pull thru. 

That’s the problem confronting us in this whole dairy 
industry and you must look over the situation in a big, 
comprehensive way and realize how many ways labor 
saving efficiency bears on this industry. 

* * ok 


There is one line of work particularly with which we 
are concerned. I said our dairy products constituted about 
twenty per cent of our food and could constitute twenty-five 
per cent if we used them more completely. It is a fact 
that the appreciation of the food value of dairy products 
is much underrated. The consumer thinks of milk as a 
drink or as a fluid to be used in cooking. Milk is a solid. 
Furthermore, there is no solid so beneficial as milk (milk 
becomes a solid after it is swallowed). There is left after 
the production of various dairy products some 29,000,000 or 
30;000,000 pounds of skim milk which is usually fed to 
stock. Skim milk is too valuable to be used in this way. 
We have had some twisted ideas on the utilization of skim 
milk as animal food. It is excellent food for animals, but 
should be used in this way only when it cannot be used as 
human food and so far as the fertility of the soil is con- 
cerned, there are hundreds and even thousands of ways of 
getting fertility at less expense, provided skim milk, can 
be marketed and used by humans. Think of the enormous 
figures we are talking about and we are talking about food 
production, we are talking about maintaining and increas- 
ing the production of beef, pork and mutton, we are talking 
about backyard gardens. Backyard gardens are very im- 
portant indeed, all of it is important—whatever we add to 
our supply of foed is important. We don’t know when the 
end will be, it might be this year or it might not be for 
some time and here is ten billion pounds of the very best 
foods already being produced, it takes no more feed to 
make it, no more capital to create it, it is already created. 
I know of no place where we can go to get food more read- 
ily than to take the skim milk already produced and utilize 
it. We at home must consume the perishable products and 
save any product that can be stored and shipped for the 
use of our army and the foreign nations. There is no bet- 
ter perishable food than skim milk. 

Last year we asked for a special fund and in three 
months we spent $10.000. We used a small factory and 
some larger ones and have favorable conditions. During 
those three months, at a cost of $10,000, we were able to 
have made and consumed over 2,000,000 pounds of cottage 
cheese. We were able to induce some 1,200 or 1,400 fami- 
lies at comparatively small expense to use cottage cheese. 
We are asking for more money and have organized this 
spring three groups of workers. We are using women in 
two of the groups. One group is to go out and cooperate 
with the food department of each state and the other group 
is to go out teaching these county agent women workers .to 
go around putting on this demonstration when they put on 
canning demonstrations. The factory offers a place to 
make it in large quantities and, therefore, we have organiz- 
ed a group of about twenty-five experienced factory work- 
ers. They were assembled at our own factory where we 
were making large quantities and for days and months 
they worked at standardizing methods. They are in the 
field now working with the factories helping them to under- 
stand how this great big thing may be handled and utilize 
this great quantity of skim milk. 

* * * 

This war looks like a fight to the end and we need to 
fight from top to bottom. When an experienced orchard 
man begins to build up an orchard, what does he do? He 
fixes up the soil, he lifts shoots to fill in the open spaces so 
as to have the whole thing well balanced, he cuts back 
the useless wood, he makes each tree function in the most 
extensive way possible. We need it from bottom to top. 
We need conservation of food. We need animals, efficient 
animals, no dead limbs, no diseased animals either in our 
own or in some one’s else pasture. We need the efficient 
utilization of labor. All these are vital.

GROVE CITY CREAMERY PATRONS’ PICNIC AND 
PURE BRED DAIRY STOCK SHOW 


Holsteins were much in evidence at the Pure bred 
Dairy Stock show held on September 7 at Barmore Lake 
near Grove City, Pa., in connection with the Third Annual 
Picnic of the Grove City Creamery Patrons’ Association. 
This community, stimulated by not only the excellent 
market facilities afforded by the United States Govern- 
ment Experimental Creamery here, but particularly by the 
encouragement and personal assistance of the Creamery’s 
peculiarly energetic and effective field staff led by Dairy 
Husbandman R. R. Welch, is rapidly winning recognition 
as a center of pure bred dairy cattle raising. 

The occasion combined the features of a neighborhood 
social gathering and picnic, with the instruction and in- 
spiration of a community cattle show and stock judging 
demonstration and was distinctly successful in both. The 
announced policy of those in charge was to emphasize 
social visiting and acquaintance-making, and absolutely to 
exclude the cheap and too often vulgar and vicious “amuse- 
ments” and offensive catchpenny claptrap that have de- 
based and disgraced the so-called agricultural fair.

) stage a proposition of the size of the Cattle Con- 
; gress or the National Dairy Show requires the ex- 
penditure of considerable money and effort and the 
question immediately arises, “Under present conditions, is 
this time, money and effort well spent?” Evidently the 
government feels that they do have a particular mission 
at this time and that they are of such decided importance 
that they deserve not only permission to carry on their 
own activities, but are likewise worthy of active encourage- 
ment on the part of the government, which is undoubtedly 
the largest exhibitor participating in either show. With the 
Fourth Liberty Loan and the new draft holding a big part 
on the stage at practically the same time as these shows, 
with every energy bent on the successful prosecution of 
the war, what is there about an event of this character 
to warrant its being classed as an essential in the 
war program. It is simply this—the government recognizes 
the fact that armaments and armies are of no use unless 
they can be fed and the real problem today is not how to 
raise an army of three or four million men but how to 
maintain the food supply with such a large proportion of 
our men and boys withdrawn from productive labor. The 
mission of the dairy show is to stimulate increased food 
production. This result is accomplished in a number of 
different ways. First we would mention the added enthu- 
siasm engendered in the heart and mind of every man at- 
tending the show. The dairyman who makes the trip we 
believe almost invariably will go home with a strengthened 
determination to do a little more than his share in taking 
care of the food situation. He will get a new view point on 
some of the things that are troubling and depressing him 
now. 

Another way in which the dairy show stimulates food 
production is in its presentation of the actual results from 
better methods in dairying. These demonstrations, in 
addition to the daily lectures by authorities, coupl- 
ed with the intimate swapping of experiences on the 
part of the dairymen themselves, provide an important 
phase of the werk the dairy show is doing. Perhaps chief 
interest at this time will center in the various mechanical 
devices which have been evolved to replace the loss of man 
power on the farms. The dairy shows will furnish a com- 
plete exposition of the progress that has been made along 
these lines and progressive dairymen will not be slow to 
appreciate the importance of these displays not only to 
their individual business but to the world food situation 
as a whole. 

One of the strongest appeals of the Dairy Show to 
the pure bred breeder is the opportunity afforded to inspect 
the choicest specimens of his favorite breed. It has come to 
be the case that the display of livestock at the dairy shows 
represents the cream of the various state fair circuits. The 
most successful herds come to the dairy show to measure 
strength in these blue ribbon events of the show rings in 
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America. To win here is the greatest pride of the show 
man; to watch them do it is a liberal education in breed, 
type and conformation. In spite of the labor shortage 
strong shows of dairy cattle are promised at both Waterloo 
and Columbus. 

One of the strongest reasons for an exposition of this 
character is to bring home to every dairyman the import- 
ance of his profession in the world economy and the fact 
that he can through properly organized effort gain any- 
thing under the sun he goes after. This fact is just dawn- 
ing upon the farmers and dairymen of this country, and if 
they would play a part in the work of reconstruction be- 
fitting their strength and importance they must come to 
a realization of the need of close co-operation and proper 
organization. Come to the dairy shows then not only for 
what you can get out of it for yourself and for your country, 
but come with the added spirit of willingness to place 
your experiences and observations at the disposal of the 
other fellow. A few days at the Dairy Show will broaden 
your outlook and give you a new spirit in your work. Come.

HE drive for the Fourth Liberty Loan starts today. 
T This is the most stupendous piece of financing ever at-

It seems that this moment is approaching 
on the western front, but the fact remains that it has not 
been delivered and it is up to us now to furnish the backing 
which will make this punch fully effective. Let us “go 
over the top” as we never have before. 


Go Slow on Gore Amendment 


HE interests of the dairy industry of this country 
ci will best be served by the national legislators if they 

will take some time to consider all the angles of the 
feed situation as it is effected by the Gore amendment to 
the Agricultural law. This law would prohibit the inter- 
state shipment of feeds that contain what the amendment 
styles as adulterants. 

On the face of it the Gore amendment is designed to 
protect the buyer of mixed feeds and for this reason it is 


having favorable attention at the hands of the nation’s - 


law-makers. But if, as is reported by impartial students 
of the measure, it would prevent the shipment of practi- 
cally every mixed dairy feed now on the market, it should 
be given pretty careful scrutiny before being passed. 
The principle of the law is sound. Adulterants should 
not be tolerated in dairy feeds. Shipping is too valuable to 
waste in carting useless and not to say injurious feeds 
about the country. But on the other hand there are many 
by-products of food manufacturing processes that would 
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come under the head of food adulterants with the Gore 
amendment in effect that are very useful in dairy feeds. 
They are economical too as they save grain that is needed 
for human consumption whereas the dairy cow can do fully 
as well and better upon the by-products up to a certain 
point. 
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We do not want to make it impossible to get feed for 
dairy cows. It is very hard now. The Gore amendment as 
it stands would make it impossible. Better give the matter 
careful thought and know where we are going. A little time 
for investigation may save the dairy industry a serious 
set-back.

In 
the Idaho sale seventeen head brought 
a total of $2268, which is an average 
of between $130 and $140 per head. In 
the California Sale, there was an ac- 
tive demand, two animals selling as 
high as $175 per head, 24 others aver- 
aging over $100 each. It seems that in 
spite of labor shortage and uncertain 
conditions in the dairy business, good 
grade Holsteins will continue to be in 
demand at attractive prices to the 
seller.

R. E. Haeger showed some fancy chickens in the Speckled 
Sussex classes and duplicated his work in the Holstein 
ring. S. C. Pendergast showed road horses and won a blue 
and two seconds. 

New York State’s Holstein Show at the Fair this year 
was much more conspicuous for its numbers than for its 
quality, for outside of one herd, and that an outsider, the 
quality that has featured many of the Syracuse rings was 
lacking. The Empire State has any number of herds that 
could have produced animals of superior type than that 
shown but unusual conditions coupled with a tendency of 
late years for New York to neglect its show rings cut the 
Holstein ring badly as far as quality was concerned. 

To one who has traveled among the breeders it seems 
deplorable that the state should go on record in this way, 
but the fact remains that the quality does exist if the 
men owning it will only take the trouble to bring it out. 
It would seem, too, that the demand for individuality would 
compel the enterprising breeders of the state to show what 
they can produce. It seems like missing a big bet not 
to show, but it is probably labor conditions that prevent 
rather than any real neglect of the opportunity which a 
good record in the show ring would bring. 

The breeders who did show, almost without exception, 
evidenced an appreciation of what good Holstein type 
should be but it takes more of them to make a real show. 
In some cases condition seemed to be lacking, but here 
again the feed situation must be given consideration, for 
beneath the lack of condition there was plenty of evidence 
of good fundamental type. Fine points were lacking that

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Milk—An Opportunity 


We wish to call particular attention to the article on this subject by Prof. Savage of Cornell University. 
Much has been written on the question of milk, its value as a food and methods for increasing its use. The 
Savage article is different, it is directed not to the consumer primarily but to the producer and its avowed 
purpose is to point out specific ways in which each individual producer can do his part in bringing about a 
greater use of that master product of nature, Milk. It avoids glittering generalities but makes definite sugges- 
tions that each and every one of us can follow with advantage to ourselves and to the entire industry. 


The suggested plan of action is based on the theories that the campaign of education for the consuming 
public should come from the producers as the people most directly interested in its success, and on the further 
theory that supplementing the national campaign through the National Dairy Council and other agencies should 
be local campaigns in which the producers in each locality shall take a direct and active part. 


The particular lines of education for the public suggested by the writer are: First, to conserve sugar by 
using milk in place of sweetened coffee and tea, using the milk hot if desired. Second, conserving wheat by us- 
ing more johnny cake and milk, letting this delightful combination compose one meal a day. Third, take 
advantage of the knock out blow to beer and alcoholic stimulants to make milk the National drink of America. 
The first step in your own locality is to see to it that every saloon, if any, and every soda fountain has a constant 
supply of pure, fresh milk and this fact kept before the public as thoroughly as grape juice is at the present time. 
Fourth, through your employees. Drink at least a quart-of milk a day and teach all the members of your family 
to do it and when making your contract with hired help, after all arrangements are made, tell each head of 
a family that he can have one quart of milk for each member of his family every day and tell him to tell his 
neighbors about it. Certainly there is nothing in these suggestions of an impractical nature or which cannot be 
followed out profitably in every dairy community. 


In closing, Prof. Savage points out the wonderful opportunity which lies before the Holstein-Friesian 
Association to take the lead in associating all other dairy organizations in a campaign that will “so cover this 
great country of ours with proper advertising that no person, man, woman, or child can live through twenty- 
four hours and not get a good hard mental suggestion to drink milk.” With seventy-five per cent of the milk 
supply coming from Holstein cows, grade and pure breds, the leadership in a campaign of this nature rests 
logically with the Holstein-Friesian Association of America. The time to act is right now and the big question 
is, Will we measure up to our opportunity to the everlasting benefit of mankind? or, will we permit some in- 
ferior product to usurp the place rightfully belonging to the dairy industry, through our failure to grasp the 
main chance?

might have been brought out by proper conditioning. There 
is a lack of skilled help for show herds and that has a 
deterring effect upon every show, very naturally. 

R. E. Haeger of Illinois was the big winner of the 
show, as the summary published last week shows. The 
Haeger herd headed by the famous Paul Calamo Korndyke 
and Minerva Beets won every bull class but two, in one 
of which it offered no entry and in the female classes was 
surpassed but once. In the groups and herds the Haeger en- 
tries were first in every case and won senior and junior 
championships very handily. 

The Haeger entries were outstanding in many cases. 
Among the notables in the string was the junior champion 
heifer, Calamo Nancy Spofford, daughter of the old bull 
and Nancy Spofford. In the junior heifer calf class Haeger 
showed another show bred youngster sired by the old bull 
and out of Aconeth Lady Hengerveld, a daughter of his 
famous Aconeth Lady. Her full sister was the first in the 
two-year-old class while the full sister of the junior cham- 
pion was first in the three-year-old heifer class. 

The four-year-old heifer class was the only one in which 
the exhibitors broke the Haeger hold on the blue, for 
Henry K. Jarvis showed a good looking daughter of Wood- 
crest Ina Pietje for first and C. L. Amos showed a daugh- 
ter of Albina Butter Boy for second money. A daughter of 
Aconeth Lady was third. 

In the two-year-old bull class Pleasant View Stock Farm 
showed a better bull than Haeger’s 37-lb. son of King Segis 
Pontiac. In the junior yearling class for bulls Jim Stone 
won first with a pretty good looking son of King Joh out 
of a daughter of King Lyons 3d, three-quarter brother by 
the way. to Mr. Stone’s first prize winner of last year. EB. 
A. Powell was second with a son of his senior sire and the 
Ferguson entry was third. This was a son of Rag Apple 
Korndyke 8th out of none other than the famous Bloom- 
ingdale Hengerveld Palmyra. The youngster did not show 
at all well, however, and had to be content with his lot. 

In the class for Advanced Registry cows bred and 
owned in New York Mr. Powell’s entries fared pretty well, 
getting first, second and fourth, which were honors enough 
for one class. Annie De Kol Butter Girl was made to wear 
the blue and the well known Glista Erica was second. An 
Amos entry was third and Model Annie Butter Girl won 
fourth for Powell. The scores were 91, 86, 93 and 87 re- 
spectively. 

Onondaga County won the Farm Bureau prize for a 
Holstein exhibit, showing fifteen animals for first, with 
Madison second and Steuben third. Chenango county also 
exhibited and the judging of the four herds on Friday 
furnished one of the features of the show that was instruc- 
tive and well worth seeing. The Onondaga Holsteins were 
furnished by E. A. Powell, Alfred Ferguson. C. L. Amos and 
J. H. Stone. The herds were judged by W. A. Alexander 
and Henry K. Jarvis. 


HOLSTEINS AT KANSAS STATE FAIR 
By RAY YARNELL. 


The showing of Holstein-Friesian cattle at the Kansas 
Free Fair, held the week of September 9 to 14, was un- 
usually good both as regards the number and the quality 
of the animals on exhibit. Five exhibitors were represent- 
ed and each brought from ten to twenty-five animals. The 
competition was unusually close, no one exhibitor running 
away with the bulk of the prizes. 

From the point of view of stockmen this year’s fair 
was way and above the best held in Topeka for many 


years, because the visitors were mostly farmers and 
stockmen, coming from all sections of the state. The 
crowd on the grounds, which were packed every dav of 


the fair, was noticeably rural in character and as a result 
the barns and show pavilions were well patronized through- 
out the week. 

It was estimated by fair officials that the total at- 
tendance for the week was near the 250,000 mark. On 
account of special rates granted by the railroad admin- 
istration it was possible for people in distant parts of the 
state to make a visit to the capital city cheaply and at 
the same time take in the big free fair. Thousands of 
persons living in the eastern and central part of the state 
drove to Topeka in automobiles and the parking space on 
the fair grounds was constantly crowded with cars. 

The exhibits of livestock of all kinds was said by ex- 
hibitors, judges and visitors to be much better than last 
year, larger and of higher quality,-and this despite the 
higher cost of transportation. It was strictly a farmers’ 
fair this year.

DAIRYMEN’S LEAGUE DIRECTORS 
HOLD IMPORTANT MEETING 





New Method Found for Determining 
Cost of Production 

The Dairymen’s League Directors 
meeting in Syracuse, September 12th 
and 13th passed several resolutions of 
the greatest importance to every one 
connected with the dairy business. 

The most important act of the Di- 
rectors was the adoption of the War- 
ren formula for finding cost of pro- 
duction of milk. This method of de 
termining. costs already has the ap- 
proval of the United States Food Ad- 
ministration. Space will not permit 
anything but a brief explanation of 
this formula here. The principle of 
the formula is that on the average it 
takes the following factors to produce 
a bundred pounds of milk testing 3.8 
per cent; 33.79 Ibs. of grain, 43.3 Ibs. 
of hay, 10.8 lbs. of other dry forage, 


- 102.5 Ibs. of silage and other succulent 


feed, 3.02 hours of labor and 25 per 
cent of the cost of the above factors 
for miscellaneous factors such as pas- 
ture, depreciation, etc. 

lf the market values of each of the 
above factors are obtained, the sum 
will be the average cost of production 
of 3.8 per cent milk. But, of course, it 
costs more to produce milk in some 
months than it does in others. To care 
for this variation and to find the cost 
of production for any particular 
month, the average monthly price as 
obtained above must be multiplied by 
a percentage factor which has been 
worked out as correct ‘to give the 
proper variation for each month. This 
factor will be more than a 100 per 
cent in winter and less in summer. For

instance, suppose the average monthly 
cost for producing milk is found to be 
$2.80 per hundred (this figure, of 
course, is not correct, but is only giv. 
en as an example). To find the price 
for November when milk is high, the 
average yearly price, $2.80 would be 
multiplied by 119 per cent which is 
the percentage variation factor for 
November; and to find the price for 
June, $2.80 the average price would 
be multiplied by 70.6 per cent which is 
the percentage variation factor for 
June. The Directors did not actually 
determine the October cost of produc- 
tion, but left it to be found by the Ex- 
ecutive Committee using the formula 
and the present costs of each factor in 
the formula. 

The formula has been worked out 
by Professor G. F. Warren of the Col- 
lege of Agriculture at Ithaca from the 
great mass of evidence on the cost of 
milk production which has been col- 
lected in the last few years. The for- 
mula is a scientific method of deter- 
mining the cost of producing milk, and 
is fair to everyone concerned because 
prices made from it represent the real 
costs of production. It will be espec- 
ially acceptable to farmers because it 
insures them fair prices for their milk 
by giving them costs on all the factors 
that go into the production of milk. 

The Directors voted to ask the deal- 
ers for a six months contract begin- 
ning with October ist but the prices 
will be determined from month to 
month by use of the Warren formula. 
The long contract will be very accep- 
table to dairymen and at the same 
time by the use of the formula they 
will get the benefit of the change in 
prices in costs of production. 


HUGE EXPORTS OF CONDENSED 
MILK 

During the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1918, condensed milk to the value 
of about $70,000,000 was exported 
from this country, most of it going to 
the allied countries for use by the 
soldiers. The value of the quantity ex- 
ported last year exceeds the value 
of the country’s total production dur- 
ing the first year of the war. 

“T intended to buy a new milking 
machine this spring,’ said Farmer 
Clodhopper reflectively, “but when I 
got through studying all the advertise- 
ments in the different farm papers, it 
seemed wicked and cruel to pick one 
out as bein’ better than another so 
we're still milkin’ by hand.”

LOUISIANA STATE FAIR PROSPECTS 

Early reports, inquiries and applications pouring into 
the office of Secretary W. R. Hirsch indicate that the 
1918 cattle show at the State Fair of Louisiana is going 
to smash all previous records.

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Report of the Committee on Milk Regu- 


lations With Introductory Remarks 


JOHN B. NEWMAN, Chairman 
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J. B. NEWMAN 


Some outstanding features in which 
milk claims distinction over all other 
foods are as follows: 

It is the most valuable and the most 
economical of all foods from a nutri- 
tional standpoint. 

It is, perhaps, the most frequently 
subjected to careless methods in the 
various stages from production to con- 
sumption. 

It is the most easily contaminated of 
all foods. 

It has come to our attentior with 
special emphasis of late that milk has 
gained distinction in still another re- 
spect: 

It is the most regulated of all foods. 

Official investigations have estab- 
lished that the dairy industry is 
handicapped by a multiplicity of over- 
lapping, non-essential and uneconomic 


rules and regulations. Many city con- 
trol officials seemingly, have proceed- 
ed on the assumption that the way to 
make milk safest is through the is- 
suance of voluminous regulations, the 
longer the list of regulations, the 
safer will be the supply. We do not 
dispute the fact that milk is the most 
easily contaminated of our foods when 
proper methods are ignored, but this 
does not furnish sufficient excuse for 
the issuance of regulations that place 
an unjust burden on the dairymen 
without contributing materially to the 
improvement of the supply. 

This over-regulation can be traced 
principally to two sources: 

1. Inexperience and _ short-sighted- 
ness of officials ignorant of the fun- 
damentals in the situation. 

2. The maintaining in effect of ob- 
solete rules and regulations no longer 
compatible with the progress of the 
times. 

In the first case, these inexperienced 
officials have weighted down the 
dairyman with unessential and uneco- 
nomic regulations and in their mis 
guided efforts have failed to realize 
the ultimate effect of such regulations 
on the milk supply and on its price to 
consumer. If no other recourse was 
available, such a policy might escape 
criticism. However, the facts are that 
this unwise, over-regulation, largely 
experimental in nature, has been un- 
dertaken by persons of inexperience in 
the work they have taken up, who 
have ignored standards already exist- 
ing and who have failed to appreciate 
and avail themselves of information 
collected by trained specialists who 
have made the subject their life-long 
study. 
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Most of the regulations by which 
adequate protection can be ‘afforded 
the municipal milk supply as proved 
by checked investigations, are ground- 
ed upon a few, simple, concise facts. 
In this respect a study of U. S. Dept. 
of Agriculture Bulletin 642, will be of 
great value and of special interest to 
food officials, health officers, sanitar- 
ians and dairy instructors. 

This bulletin shows that the three 
most essential factors in the produc- 
tion of milk of low bacterial content, 
are, in the order named: 

1. Sterilized utensils. 

2. Clean cows with clean udders. 

3. Use of the small-top pail. 

The practical value of these essen- 
tial factors was proved by using them 
on six average dairy farms. 

And further, to quote from the 
same bulletin: 

“The results of the experiments in- 
dicate that it is possible for the aver- 
age dairyman on the average farm, 
without expensive barns and equip- 
ment, to produce milk (practically free 
from visible dirt) which when fresh 
has a low bacterial count. By the use 
of the three simple factors, namely, 
sterilized .utensils, clean cows with 
clean udders and teats, and the small- 
top pail, it should be possible on the 
average farm to produce milk which 
corresponds closely to milk as it 
leaves the udder of the cow. A fourth 
factor, of holding the milk as near 10 
degrees Centigrade (50 degrees Fah- 
renheit) as possible, is also absolute- 
ly necessary.” 

In his pamphlet entitled “Safeguaré- 
ing Nature’s Most Valuable Food— 
Milk,” prepared for the New York Milk 
Committee, Dr. Charles E. North pre- 
sents some exceedingly valuable infor- 
mation worthy of the closest attention 
in considering the fundamental prin- 
ciples for providing safe milk. He 
says: 

“Decency distinguishes humans from 
animals. 

‘“Decency adds pleasure and appetite 
to food. 

“Cleanliness contributes most to de- 
cency.

Corn is the most gallant growing plant there is—bowing and scraping its prettiest and flirting coyly with 
any one glancing over the fence. It’s always inviting the herd to break in and steal it so we shouldn’t blame them 
too much when they succumb to temptation. Corn is sure king and every dairyman should grow a kingdom 
of it. Holsteins and ensilage are a royal combination. 

If you raise up a calf in the way sne should grow, when she is older she will not depart from it. 

Spare the grain and spoil the calf. 

The best examples I know of german-Americans are the Holsteins. To be sure, they once hailed from a 
germanish province but they have never, to their greatest credit, been known as German-americans. 
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“Milk may be safe because it is 
boiled but may be indecent because it 
is filthy.” 

Experience has demonstrated that 
the farmer is often misled in the 
belief that pasteurization is a panacea 
for all evils, and unless the sentiment 
and real meaning in Dr. North’s max- 
ims are grasped and followed out, the 
value of pasteurization will have been 
greatly discounted and we shall still 
come far short of approaching our 
ideal in the municipal milk supply. 


Pasteurization, we all agree is a 
very necessary operation in protecting 
the supply. In our set of regulations 
we are on record as favoring it as in- 
dispensable to the situation, but to 
place entire dependence upon it to 
the exclusion of other precautions is 
to greatly overestimate its benefit. 
Common sense; common decency if 
nothing else, should dictate to the 
producer the need of complying with 
so simple a regulation as keeping filth 
out of milk. 

In the second case previously cited, 
many of these regulations referred to 
as non-essential and uneconomic, were 
framed and adopted by officials of the 
old school who at the time of their 
activities had not the opportunity to 
avail themselves of the _ practical 
knowledge such as is possessed by Dr. 
W. A. Evans, Dr. North, and well post- 
ed municipal control officials of their 
type who have done wonderful work in 
late years to safeguard the city milk 
supply through their intimate and 
practical knowledge of all factors of 
the situation and through their abili- 
ty to discriminate between the effici- 
ent and inefficient factors entering in- 
to milk control. Many of these offici- 
als of the old school were no doubt 
abreast of the times in which they liv- 
ed, but in the last decade or two won- 
derful progress has been made chang- 
ing many of our views, theories and 
practices as related to the milk sup- 
ply. The fact, however, confronts us 
that these obsolete regulations re- 
main on our law books in many of 
our towns and cities and _ that 
little or no effort has been made to 
supplant them with sane, practical and 
more up-to-date measures. It is my 
personal opinion that a good deal of 
this trouble could probably be avoided 
or eliminated if sufficient compensa- 
tion were paid by these municipalities 
to secure officials more competent to 
cope with the matter in hand. 


In arriving at a successful solution 
of what kind of legal control measures 
and how many should be employed, we 
can do well to study the milk problem 
from the health, nutritional and 
economic standpoint, with due consid- 
eration to the probable effect of any 
action taken on each one of these 
phases which enter into the situation. 

Scientific research in recent years 
has added greatly, also, to our store of 
knowledge relating to the food value 
of milk. Besides protein, fat, carbohy- 
drates and minerals which it contains 
in well balanced proportion, it has 
been proved that milk is a growth-pro- 
moting, health-maintaining and pro- 
tective food. The research and ex- 
perimental work of Dr. E. V. McCollum 
of the John Rockefeller Scientific In- 
stitute, extending over a period of 
many years, has given to the world a 
wonderful and true story concerning 





producer. 
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the vital principles in milk, more than 
ever proving its right to the title of 
the elixir of life. 

Back of this great and indispensable 
product is a giant industry the im- 
portance of which is well alluded to 
in Dr. North’s pamphlet as follows: 

“Dairying is often referred to as 
the backbone of agriculture. Agricul- 
ture depends for the best use of its 
roughage and for soil fertility on the 
dairy cow more than anything else. 

“very day the people of the United 
States use thirty million quarts of 
milk, as milk and cream, in addition 
to condensed milk, butter and cheese. 

“The milk industry is one of the 
giant industries. It is close to the 
pocketbook of practically every farm- 
er and close to the health of every 
consumer.” 

“Milk being the greatest of all 
foods and the dairy industry indispens- 
able to our agricultural prosperity and 
efficiency, it is clearly the duty of the 
control offieial not only to adopt meas- 
ures that will insure a safe supply, 
but also to make this supply available 
for consumption to the greatest ex- 
tent by practical co-operation with the 
And in this connection we 
have arrived at the point where it is 
recognized that the enforcement of 
over-lapping, non-essential and un- 
economic regulations works a great 
deal more of harm than good, this rule 
applying alike to producer and con- 
sumer. Such an unwise policy can do 
naught but force a certain percentage 
of the dairymen out of business, bring- 
ing about a consequent decrease in the 
supply. Increased prices follow, mak- 
ing it a hardship, or even an impossi- 
bility for the very persons who most 
need the product to obtain it. Such a 
deplorable condition has already been 
experienced in many parts of our 
country. There are cases where con- 
sumers have tried to do without milk 
and who have tried feeding substitutes 
to their babies and children. Detri- 
ment to health and promotion of inef- 
ficiency have invariably been found to 
result. Within the past year we have 
witnessed the commendable efforts of 
regional milk commissions in different 
states to harmonize the different class- 
es in the milk industry to the end that 
we shall have an adequate supply with- 
in the reach of all, particularly the 
poorer classes. 

The fallacy and illogic that exist in 
the enforcement or attempted en- 
forcement of these multitudinous and 
variant milk rules and regulations is 
strikingly brought out by the investi- 
gation conducted by the Massachu- 
setts Health Department. The report 
of this body shows: 

In sixty cities in that state, there 
existed 800 regulations for the muni- 
cipal milk supply. 

In seven Vermont cities. where 
there was dairy inspection, 143 differ- 
ent regulations pertaining to dairies 
were found, of which only one regula- 
tion was common to six of the cities, 
and three common to five of the cities. 

About 50 of these regulations were 
individual in character; that is, not 
included in the regulations of any of 
the other cities. 

Serious consideration was given to 
this problem by investigations con- 
ducted by the American Public Health 
Association, the Central Atlantic Food

and Drug Officials Association the 
New England Dairy, Food and ‘Drug 
Officials, and other bodies. 

An extensive discussion of these 
conditions was taken up by the mem. 
bers of the International Association 
of Dairy and Milk Inspectors at their 
Fifth Annual Meeting held at Spring. 
field, Mass., in October, 1916. This 
meeting resulted in the appointment 
of a committee, consisting of Ernest 
Kelley of the Market Milk Division, U, 
S. Dept. of Agriculture; George §g, 
Hine, Dairy Commissioner of Kansas, 
and myself, the purpose being to in- 
vestigate the matter and to get up a 
set of regulations—the minimum num- 
ber that would accomplish the desired 
result; namely, to afford adequate pro- 
tection and the surest protection to 
our milk supply without placing an un- 
just burden on those engaged in its 
production that its consumption might 
be made available to the largest num- 
ber of consumers at the lowest possi- 
ble price consistent with safety. In 
addition we were to try to co-operate 
with other similar associations with a 
view of securing uniformity in the reg- 
ulations, and to get as many of the as- 
sociations as possible behind one set 
of regulations. 

Later, the Association of American 
Dairy, Food and Drug Officials ap- 
pointed a committee consisting of J. 
J. Higgins, Food and Dairy Commis- 
sioner of the State of Washington; W. 
B. Barney, Dairy and Food Commis- 
sioner of Iowa, and myself, to work 
with the other committee. 


I had the good fortune of having 
been present at the meeting in Spring- 
field, Mass., and at the New England 
Commissioners’ meeting at Worcester. 
The other members have likewise pro- 
fited in knowledge by their attendance 
at similar meetings and all have made 
a special study of the subject for 
years. I assure you that our commit- 
tee has gone into the matter thor- 
oughly and has given careful consid- 
eration to formulating a set of regu- 
lations in our opinion adequate and 
suitable from the broadest point of 
view for the protection of the milk 
supply. Special attention has been 
paid to retaining only -those regula- 
tions essential to the purpose and 
those found most suitable for uniform 
application. Such a course we believe 
to be imperative at this time to best 
meet the problem. Unless sane and 
practical means are adopted and put 
into effect, we face the probability of 
direful consequences resulting from 
scarcity, high prices and much hard- 
ship which must inevitably follow a 
reduction in the supply. 

I am now presenting to you the re- 
port of the acting committee for the 
committee appointed by the Associa- 
tion of American Dairy, Food and 
Drug Officials and instructed to draw 
up a set of regulations most adaptable 
to uniform application in order to in- 
sure a safe and clean milk supply. 
This report is submitted to you by Mr. - 
Barney and myself as Mr. Higgins is 
no longer Commissioner of the State 
of Washington. Our report is the same 
as the one made to the International 
Association of Dairy and Milk Inspec- 
tors. Some remarks by Mr. Barney 
are also appended.

Report of the Committee on Milk 
Regulations 


Your committee wishes to state it 
has no intention to cover the whole 
broad field of milk control, but simply 
to define and set forth as briefly as 
possible the regulations regarded as 
fundamentally essential to safe milk 
from a practical standpoint. It has 
been our aim to eliminate the non-es- 
sential ones in order to avoid as far 
as possible placing unnecessary bur- 
dens on the dairyman, while refaining 
those that contribute materially to a 
safe supply. At the same time those 
factors which have a_ well-defined 
beneficial effect on milk quality must 
be maintained in effect even though 
they may result in additional costs 
which ultimately must be borne by the 
consumer as his share of the national 
health insurance. 

Rules for Production 

1. Every dairy producing market 
milk should be licensed by the city or 
state so that a complete record may 
be kept. 

2. Cattle should be healthy as deter- 
mined by the tuberculin test and a 
physical examination by a competent 
veterinarian. They should be tested 
at least once a year and where react- 
ors are found they should be removed 
and a retest conducted within six 
months. If the milk is to be properly 
pasteurized, the physical examination 
may suffice, but the committee wishes 
to affirm its belief in the economic 
and sanitary importance of the tuber- 
culin test. Milk should be unsalable 
from cows within fifteen days before 
calving and as long thereafter as the 
milk is abnormal. 

3. All persons engaged in the pro- 
duction of milk should be free from 
communicable disease and from con- 
tact with any such disease. Medical 
examination of employees is advised 
where feasible. 

4. Every operator of a dairy farm 
should within twenty-four hours, noti- 
fy the health department having juris- 
diction over his milk, of the presence 
of any communicable disease on his 
farm or among the milk handlers. 





5. The water supply on premises 


where milk is produced should be 
abundant and protected from contami- 
nation. It should be free from any 
disease-producing organisms. 

6. Privies on dairy farms should be 
fly-proof, and provided with a water- 
tight receptacle for the excreta. The 
excreta should be removed frequently 
and buried at least two feet deep 
where it cannot contaminate the water 
supply. 

7. Cows should be clean. They 
should be free from accumulations of 
dirt and their udders and flanks should 
be wiped with a clean, damp cloth 
just previous to milking. 

8. Milking should be done with 
clean, dry hands or with a properly 
sterilized mechanical milker. Milk- 
ers should wear clean clothing at time 
of milking. 

9. Some type of small-top milking 
pail should be used. 

10. Milk should be removed as soon 
as drawn, to a clean place, strained 
through a new cotton or other clean. 
efficient strainer, and be cooled within 
one hour to 50 degrees Fahrenheit or 
less. It should be kept covered and 
be held below 50 degrees Fahrenheit 
at all times. 

11. All utensils which come in con- 
tact with milk should be thorougtly 
washed and sterilized for at least five 
minutes with steam or boiling water. 
They should be kept inverted and 
should be protected from contamina- 
tion at all times. 

Rules for Transportation 

During the transportation from farm 
to city, milk should be kept free from 
contamination and shou!d be held at 
or below 50 dezrees Fahrenheit. 

Rules for Handling and Delivery 

1. All persons engaged in the sale 
of milk should be licensed by the state 
or city in which they conduct thor 
business. 

2. All persons engaged in the hand- 
ling or delivery of milk should be free 
from communicable diseases and from 
contact with such diseases. The oper- 


ator of any milk plant should immed 
iately advise the health department of 
the presence of any such diseases 
among his employees or in their 
homes. 
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3. The water supply of 
lishments where milk igs hee 
should be pure and free from disease. 
producing organisms. 

4. Proper toilet facilities sho 
provided for all employees teem 
with wash bowl, soap and towel for 
the cleansing of hanés. 

5. Where pasteurization is per- 
formed, a temperature of approximate. 
ly 145, and never less than 142 degrees 
Fahrenheit should be maintained for 
at least thirty minutes. 

6. All machinery, cans, bottles, ete, 
with which milk comes in contact 
should be thoroughly washed and ster. 
ilized with steam or boiling water: 
and they should be protected from 
contamination at all times.. 

7. At all times, except during pas- 
teurization, milk should be held at or 
below 50 degrees Fahrenheit until de- 
livered to the consumer. 

8. Milk should be delivered to the 
consumer only in bottles or sealed 
cans. 


Recommendations 
Production 


Your committee wishes to emphatic- 
ally state that many things are desir- 
able in the production and handling of 
milk that may not ureatly affect the 
bacteriacount.Common decency, econ- 
omy and the esthetic effect on the buy: 
er demand close attention on the part 
of the dairyman to many details re 
garding which it may not be advisable 
to legislate. Such things as clean 
stables, whitewashing, bedding, etc., 
come in this category. The comfort 
and health of the herd depend to cer- 
tain extent on clean, light, airy quar- 
ters and abundant, wholesome food 
and water. 

In view of these facts your commit- 
tee considers that a system is advis- 
able, which combines sanitary inspec- 
tions and laboratory examinations. 
Practical experience has shown that 
the dairy score card offers the most 
useful medium for sanitary inspection, 
because it serves as a guide to both 
inspector and inspected. We there- 
fore urge the continued use of a uni- 
form standard score card based on 
the fundamentals of approved dairy 
sanitation. 


Transportation 

It is recommended that covered 
platforms be maintained for the pro- 
tection of milk awaiting shipment. 
Milk should be shipped in refrigerator 
cars, or in special jacketed cans 
which will maintain low temperatures. 
Cans of milk should be sealed at the 
farm to prevent tampering enroute. 

Handling and Delivery 

Considerations regarding general 
cleanliness apply in the city as well as 
at the farm. 

Your committee is of the opinion 
that the proper pasteurization of milk 
provides an additional safeguard with- 
out any appreciable disadvantages and 
is necessary with all milk except cer- 
tain special classes; and it is probably 
advisable with those. Automatic tem- 
perature controls and _ recording de- 
vices are recommended. 

We recommend that no dipped milk 
be sold either from stores or wagons. 
We further recommend that milk bot- 
tles be capped by machine and that 
the mouths of the bottles be protect- 
ed by a covering. 




















Repasteurization of milk is undesir-

In connection with his approval of 
these regulations, Mr. Barney makes 
the following supplementary remarks: 

“It appears to me that the part cov- 
ering the tuberculin test is a little bit 
drastic and if any regulation of this 
kind is put in, it should cover a period 
of a year or so to give the dairymen a 
chance to make their test. 

“I think too, that the second test 
should not be made until not less 
than sixty days after the first. It has 
been my experience that you can easi- 
ly put a lot of milk men out of busi- 
ness by being too drastic in requiring 
the tuberculin test. 

“Another thing that I would criti- 
cise is that the word ‘shall’ should be 
inserted in place of ‘should’ in many 
of the paragraphs. For illustration, 
paragraph 8, ‘Milking should be done 
with clean, dry hands.’ This should 
read ‘Milking shall be done with clean, 
dry hands.’ Besides these, the regu- 
lations are satisfactory. 

W. B. Barney,

In closing, I might say in reference 
to Mr. Barney’s remarks that I fully 
agree with him that the word “shall” 
should be substituted for “should” in 
the foregoing regulations when these 
shall have been finally agreed upon. 
In the present draft, however, the reg- 
ulations are submitted to you in the 
form of recommendations of the com- 
mittee to be acted upon by this Asso- 
ciation, and then if deemed worthy of 
adoption to be drafted in approved 
legal form. 

As for the tuberculin test, which Mr. 
Barney holds a little drastic, I hope 
you will find the present moment an 
opportune one for expressing your 
opinion on this subject, and we shall 
also be glad to hear from you now on 
all phases of the subject under con- 
sideration. 
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AN IMPRESS OF MT. HERMON 

I recently stopped at Mount Hermon 
School to take a look at their Holstein 
herd, and now understand better than 
before the importance of the blood 
lines of my first pure bred bull. He 
was bought to use on a grade herd, 
but I had been studying blood lines 
and was particularly interested in the 
blood of De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy 3d. I 
therefore bought a bull out of a daugh- 
ter of Butter Boy Pietertje, one of the 
best of the Butter Boy 3d sons. This 
daughter, Anna Battel’s 3d’s Annual, 
had a record of just over 19 lbs. of 
butter, made as a junior four-year-old. 
I had understood that she was only 
one of several Butter Boy Pietertje 
daughters in the herd, but it seems 
that there were only two of these, the 
other being Spring Brook Creamelle, 
who has since won such great fame. 
Mr. Stevens, who was herdsman when 
I bought my bull in 1910, and who is 
still there, tells me that it was largely 
a matter of accident that a son of 
Spring Brook Creamelle became their 
great sire rather than a son of Anna 
Battel’s 3d’s Annual. He says that 
Anna’s 19 pounds would undoubtedly 
be 30 pounds today, and that she was 
a remarkable cow. It is probably large- 
ly through her that my bull derived 
his heavy milking qualities which are 
showing up so well in his daughter, 
Avalon Korndyke Countess, our 32.6- 
pound cow, whose son we have been 
advertising. I have long been of the 
opinion that Mount Hermon did not 
do full credit to their cows in seven- 
day work, but they certainly show up 
magnificently in semi-official test.— 
E. D. Curtis.

Increasing Crops by Electricity 


The British government has recent- 

ly taken over Huntington Court Farm, 
near Hereford, according to Chamber’s 
Journal. Over the whole farm a sys- 
tem of thin wires has been spread, 
and a current will be constantly dis- 
charged into the soil. The experiment 
is to be continued for three years and 
careful records kept. 
i In a similar experiment Iast year, 
just reported by the British Board of 
Agriculture, an acre of soil near Dum- 
fries was taken and sown to oats. It 
was subjected to electric treatment 
for a total of 848 hours during the sea- 
son, while a smilar acre near by re- 
ceived exactly the same _ attention, 
with the exception of the electricity.

Above the three cows at which they 
were now looking was a placard. It 
stated that the three cows were the 
daughters of a grade Jersey and a 
grade Shorthorn sire. The three had 
been fed the same kind and the same 
amount of feed, and had been given 
exactly the same care under the same 
conditions. Which was the cow with 
the best production record?

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STABILIZING COTTONSEED MEAL 


In spite of the lower yield 
and the increased cost ‘of rode 
the organized cottonseed producers 
have agreed with the Food A 
tration to stabilize the price of Cot- 
tonseed at the average price of last 
year. This is a concession on their 
part to the cattle-feeding and dairy in. 
terests in this country. The prices 
will vary from $64 to $72 per ton in 
carload lots, f. 0. b., cars, depending 
upon the yield in oil. 

Differentials have been fixed for 
crushing seed on the basis of last 
year’s cost and regulated profit of last 
year, plus the increased cost imposed 
by change in labor, transportation and 
supplies. As a result the price of 
meal is about $3 per ton higher than 
last year. 

The Food Administration feels gat- 
isfied that stabilization of this indus- 
try by voluntary agreements of all 
concerned will greatly eliminate spec- 
ulation and all interests will be pro- 
tected. Details of the seed prices as- 
sessed to local zones and yields will 
be issued by the Federal Food Admin- 
istrators in each state.

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OUTPUT OF MILL FEEDS 


acquaint farmers with condi- 
Pag ceeadiing in the mill feed indus- 
try the Food Administration outlines 
developments that may be useful as a 
guide when purchasing feeds. Most of 
the European countries have gathered 
their harvests and are now grinding 
wheat. The foreign demand for flour 
from the United States has slackened 
and has been replaced by a consider- 
able demand for American wheat. : 

Shortage of animal feeds prevails 
among all the Western Allies, which 
now prefer to purchase wheat rather 
than to buy flour and mill feed separ- 
ately. Wheat can be loaded very 
rapidly aboard ship on the American 
seaboard by mechanical conveyors. 
This operation consumes much less 
time than loading the equivalent of 
wheat as flour and its by-products and 
saves space. 

One result of this development is a 
temporarily light production of wheat 
mill feeds in the United States. It 
should be recognized, however, that 
even with normal production of such 
feeds, the demand was expected to ex- 
ceed the supply since the schedule of 
fair prices established for feed at the 
suggestion of the Agricultural Advis- 
ory Committee has made it very 
cheap, much cheaper in fact than it is 
worth compared with other feeds of 
equal nutritive value. 

The reduced output of wheat mill 
feeds is accompanied fortunately by 
an unusually large production of cer- 
tain coarse grain products. Food Ad- 
ministration regulations provide for 
an extraction from barley of only 55 
per cent flour, leaving nearly 45 per 
cent of the barley berry for feed which 
is remarkably rich and _ nourishing. 
Barley feed in itself is not a substitute 
for bran, but needs to be mixed with 
other light material, such as oat feed, 
to give bulk. There is an ample sup- 
ply of oat by-products at prices aver- 
aging less than the cost of bran. 

As a result of the large wheat crop 
the “Fifty-Fifty” rule requiring the 
purchase of equal amounts of substi- 
tute cereals with wheat flour has been 
modified and this is expected to in- 
crease the output of American flour 
mills and result in more mill feeds. 

The Food Administration recognizes 
that the amount of brewers’ grain is 
less than normal and distillers’ grains 
have almost disappeared from the 
market. Corn by-products, though un- 
controlled in price, are plentiful. The 
period for which these conditions are 
likely to prevail is undermined, but the 
situation will be materially changed 
when foreign orders for flour from this 
country are again being filled.
